Mass., won the National AAU 
Senior Cross Country championship 
by running away from his field last 
Seturday, November 30th, at Van 
Courtlandt Park, covering the six 
and a quarter miles in 32 minutes, 
46 4-10 seconds: Black led his 
nearest competitor, James O'Leary, 
of Holy Cross by about 200 yards 
at the finish 

Bisck won the National AAU 
Junior Championship, November 23 
over the same course and the 16th 
of November was beaten by Cur- 
tis Stone of Penn. State, in the 
IC4A meet. Last week Stone ran 
fifth, one minute and five seconds | 
behind Black 

Black never ran in high school, | 
having staried two years after 
graduation, by winning the New 
England AAU Junior Three-mile| 
championship, running as 4 mem- 
ber of the Lawrence YMCA.

The early pace was set by Ashen- 
felter with the field well bunched, | 
but with three miles to go Crane. 
held a narrow lead with Quinn, | 
Black and O'Leary pressing him. |

all there was to it. No one could | 
press him and he came home easily | 
all by himself. 

While Black had the individual | 
title all his own way, the New 
York Athletic Club retained Its 
team title by a margin of four 
points over New York University, | 
the IC4A champion, Tom Quinn, 
the defending champion, led the 
N, ¥. A. C. quintet, finishing sixth. | 

Two other former champions 
were in the field, Don Lash, the’ 
former Indiana University star, |

The National Emblem March, by 
Sousa opened the program, and was 
followed by.the Overture to the 
Chocolate Soldier, by Straus, which 
includes the favorite “My Hero” 
score.

Dec, 12, to consider the question of 
establishing a liberal arts school 
at Rhode Island State College. 

Immediate action for the estab- 
lishment of a liberal arts school 
here was urged by the College 
Alumni Council, and The Patrons 
Association endorsed such a meas- 
ure a short time ago. 

December 12th, is only a few 
days from now. The support that a 
sizable portion of the student body 
has given should prove most bene- 
ficial in obtaining a favorable de- 
cision from the Board of Trustees. 

The establishment of a liberal 
arts school at this institution would 
permit the college to confer the A. 
B. degree upon students in the lib- 
eral studies curriculum. Such a de- 
gree is highly desirable by these 
students. If a liberal arts school 
were inaugurated here, this in- 
stitution could eventually expand 
into a university, Such an expan- 
sion would have obvious beneficial 
results for all students now en- 
rolled and all future students. 

Many members of the faculty 
favor the establishment of a liberal 
arts school The active and in- 
telligent support of all students has 
been urgd by those students who 
sre already participating in an 
endeavor to bring such a move 
about.

The horses, however. stopped using 
these cars long ago. There is a 
sound reason for using 
transportation.

We arrived in Alsace-Lorraine 
and got ready for combat. Red

I heard the rumble of artillery 
and thought, “Boy it's gonna be 
rough sleepin up here!’ I was a 
rugged Infantryman with a two- 
day growth of beard so, naturally, 
my English was atrocious. I felt 
oerfectly justified in meditating in 
the vernacular: and in using ex- 
pressions such as, ‘gonna.” 

For three days we dug fox-holes, 
traded K rations and wrote to folks 
at home saying everything was 
fine. Then on the fourth day we 
were told to prepare for an attack 
the next morning, My buddy and
